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YOU  WILL  HAVE  SUPERVISION 

Farms,  as  well  as  recruits,  will  be  selected  with 
care.  Farmers  or  work  leaders  will  supervise  your 
work  in  the  fields.  County  extension  workers  will 
visit  those  of  you  who  live  on  farms  for  the  summer. 
You  will  have  the  opportunity  of  getting  acquainted*, 
in  the  community  so  that  you  may  take  part  in  its 
activities.  4-H  Clubs,  Future  Farmer  chapters, 
church  groups,  and  other  community  organizations, 
will  do  all  they  can  to  make  you  welcome. 


INSURANCE 

VFV's  and  their  supervisors  can  get  a  special 
accident  policy  at  a  very  low  rate  from  a  number  of 
insurance  companies.  It  covers  you  24  hours  a  day, 
wherever  you  are,  for  3  months.  Further  details  and 
application  forms  may  be  obtained  from  the  county 
agricultural  agent's  office. 

THE  ADVANTAGES  TO  YOU 

i.  Farm  work  is  war  work.  Producing  food  is 
one  of  the  most  vital  war  jobs  you  can  do.  Food  is 
just  as  important  as  tanks  and  guns  in  winning  this 
war. 

2.  You  will  "build  yourself  up"  physically. 
Whether  it's  the  athletic  team,  the  armed  services,  or 
something  else  for  you  in  the  fall,  you  will  want  to 
be  in  good  physical  condition. 

3.  Experience  in  the  country  will  broaden  your 
outlook  and  give  you  a  better  understanding  of  the 
farmer's  way  of  life. 

4.  Everyone  enjoys  the  freedom  and  healthful 
out-of-door  satisfactions  gained  from  living  in  the 
country. 

5.  Most  important  of  all,  you  will  not  be  alone  in 
this  new  venture.  You  will  make  many  new  friends. 
You  will  be  one  of  thousands  of  young  people — all 
part  of  a  vast  army  of  youth  serving  on  the  farm 
front,  eligible  to  wear  the  Victory  Farm  Volunteer 
insignia.  You  will  be  able  to  take  pride  in  the 
knowledge  that  you  are  doing  your  share  of  essential 
war  work.

THE  FARMER  NEEDS  YOUR  HELP 

Some  900,000  of  you  responded  to  the  Nation's 
call  for  help  on  the  farm  front  last  year.  You  helped 
farmers  to  produce  the  largest  crop  in  our  country's 
history — food  for  our  fighting  men,  our  allies,  and 
ourselves.  This  year  even  more  food  is  needed ;  food 
for  a  bigger  army,  more  for  lend-lease  and  for  lib- 
erated peoples.

nitroglycerin; 
wool  from  26  sheep  to  clothe  1  soldier  for  a  year; 
1  bushel  of  soybeans  to  make  enough  glycerin  to 

fire  6  antitank  shells; 
lYz  tons  of  beans  to  feed  a  battleship    crew   for  a 

month; 
food  from  155  acres  to  feed  a  bomber-building  crew 

for  the  time  it  takes  to  build  1  bomber; 
1  ton  of  food  to  feed  a  soldier  for  a  year? 

1,200,000  OF  YOU  ARE  NEEDED  IN  1944 

Farmers  need  help  to  harvest  this  year's  tremen- 
dous crop :  Boys  and  girls  from  towns  and  cities,  from 
high  schools  and  colleges,  from  Scout  patrols,  boys' 
clubs,  church  groups,  and  "Y's."  There  is  a  farm 
job  for  all  of  you  who  are  14  to  18  years  of  age,  pro- 
vided you  can  meet  the  qualifications  for  the  type  of 
work  in  your  locality  and  have  your  parents'  consent. 

YOU  CAN  ENLIST  FOR  FARM  WORK  AS  A  VIC- 
TORY FARM  VOLUNTEER 

Consult  your  school  principal,  your  club  leader,  or 
your  local  county  agricultural  agent.  In  some 
schools  there  will  be  a  Victory  Farm  Volunteer  group 
already  organized,  with  a  teacher  in  charge  of  re- 
cruitment.    Your  county  agent  will  know  what  farm 


jobs  you  are  needed  for  in  your  community.  He  will 
be  the  person  in  charge  of  placement  and  supervision 
of  farm  workers  in  your  locality. 

YOU  MAY  NEED  TRAINING 

Some  of  you  will  be  given  farm- work  training  in 
your  school.  You  may  have  scheduled  classes  dur- 
ing school  hours,  talks  by  farmers  and  agricultural 
agents,  or  week-end  trips  to  farms.  After  school 
closes  for  the  summer,  your  group  or  club  may  re- 
ceive instruction  at  meetings  before  the  job  begins. 
You  will  learn  from  the  farmer,  after  you  are  placed, 
how  to  do  most  of  the  jobs. 

KINDS  OF  FARM  SERVICE 

There  are  three  different  kinds  of  working  arrange- 
ments: 

1.  Living  with  the  farmer's  family,  doing  general 
farm  work  such  as  harvesting  and  threshing  of  grain, 
making  hay,  and  caring  for  farm  animals.  If  you 
volunteer  for  this  type  of  placement,  you  will  be  ex- 
pected to  sign  up  for  the  summer. 

2.  Living  at  home  and  being  transported  daily  *o 
and  from  the  farm  for  special  jobs  such  as  picking 
fruits  and  vegetables.  The  length  of  time  you  sign 
up  for  in  this  "day-haul"  type  of  work  will  depend 
on  the  crop  and  the  season. 

3.  Living  in  a  farm  work  camp,  helping  to  culti- 
vate and  harvest  vegetables,  fruits,  and  other  crops. 
Work  camps  generally  run  from  2  weeks  to  2 
months. 

Your  choice  will  usually  depend  on  the  farmers' 
needs  and  the  kind  of  farming  in  your  area. 

WAGES 

VFV's  will  be  paid  the  going  wage.  What  you 
can  earn  will  vary  from  place  to  place  and  job  to 
job.  Before  going  to  work,  you  will  be  told  what 
your  wages  will  be  and  how  they  will  be  paid. 

You  will  pay  your  expenses  out  of  what  you  earn 
unless  the  farmer  you  work  for  has  agreed  to  pay 
transportation  and  furnish  room  and  board  as  part 
of  your  pay.  In  a  camp  you  will  usually  be  charged 
a  weekly  rate  for  your  living  expenses. 
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
